IS EXPLAINED 


The rural school consolida- 
tion question as related to Mir- 
ror and surrounding districts 
received further consideration 
last (Thursday) night ata meet- 
ing called for that purpose in 
the council chamber. Philip 
Neis occupied the chair, 

Mr. Ross, of the provincial 
department of education, who 
has made a specialty of this 
subject was the speaker of the 
evening, and his remarks en- 
lightened many of the ratepay- 
ers on several phases of the 
question that have heretofore 
been somewhat obscure. 

It was not his intention, he 
said,to try and influence the citi- 
zens either one way ortheother, 
but to give them anidea of the 
cost of running a consolidated 
school. An estimate of the ex- 
penses that would be incurred 
under the proposed system 
was made, which included five 
vans, the increase in the teach- 
ing staff, the cost of running 
the vans and other incidental 
expenses ; and also the amount 
of money grants that would be 
received from the government. 
Figuring up the number of 
pupils in Mirror and districts, 
it would be necessary to open 
four rooms; the country dis- 
tricts would necessarily have 
torent two rooms; each dis- 
trict would have to take care 
of its own debenture indebted- 
ness. In looking over the map, 
‘Shid; he found the districts 
rather large for successful con- 
solidation, and to overcome 
this difficulty suggested that 
districts bedivided and boun- 
daries re - adjusted to make 
seven districts instead of five ; 
this would permit additional 


grants from the government 
and consequently reduce the 
cost to the ratepayers ; at the 
present time did not consider 
Mirrorthe most practicable 
place for consolidation, but if 
smaller units were organized 
the plan would be feasible ; no 
matter how routes were ar- 
ranged it would mean to the 
farmers, an increase of from 
one-quarter to one-third over 
their present expenditures, but 
the better educational facilities 
more than balanced the addi- 
tional cost ; according to re- 
ports country schools were not 
doing efficient work, while a 
graded school in town could 
employ a higher grade of teaeh- 
ers and better supervisioncould 
be given. 

Mr. Ross dwelt at some leng- 
thon the many advadtages of 
a graded school, and the fact 
that children remained under 
the parental guardianship un- 
tilthey reached years of dis- 
cretion ; the means of trans- 
portation was a good one.,

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A Few Sensible Suggestions Generally 
Approved by Horse Owners 


See that the harness fits the horse 
properly. 

See that the horse {s properly put 
to wagon, 

See that mene is pulled out from 
under collar and fore-top from under 
brow-band, 

See that tail is pulled out from un- 
der breeching. 

See that breeching straps are tight 
enough to back the wagon instead of 
by saddle or crupper, 

See that the turn buckle is adjusted, 
properly, and thus avold pole being 
carried by horses, 

See that the blinders are properly 
adjusted and do not rub the eyes. 
(The use of blinders should be dis- 
couraged.) 

When putting a team in harness see 
that reins are buckled together ‘first, 
and pass same on to driver's seat, 
then fasten breast straps—next fasten 
the holdbacks and then hook the 
traces, 

When unhitching a team—see that 
traces are unfastened first—then the 
holdbacks—next the breast straps, 
then unbuckle the reins when ready 
to unhitch—this precaution will pre- 
vent many accidents. 

Walk horses when leaving stable 
for a few blocks, also after watering, 
and thus avoid serious illness, 

When horses go lame—first exam- 
ine foot, and remove ghoe if necessary. 

Never drive with a slack rein, 

Never jerk your horse with reins. 

Never strike your horse over the 
head. 

Never allow 
tickle your horse—the horse only feels 
the torture and does not understand 
the joke. 

Never beat or permit anyone else 
to beat your horse, as nothing so soon 
makes him permanently vicious. 

Never stand your horse in a draft. 

Never start your horse with the 
whip. 

Never back your wagon with the 
brake on. 

Never drive your horse with a shoe 
off;

It has, singuarly enough, come to! 
pass that we have allowed the industry 
of our farms to lag behind the other 
activities of the country in its develop- 
ment.

Our 
thoughts may ordinarily be concen- 
trated upon the cities and the hives 
of industry, upon the cries of the 
crowded market place and the clangor 
of the factory, but it is from the quiet 
interspaces of the open valleys and 
the hillsides that we draw the sources 
of life and prosperity, from the farm 
and the ranch, from the forest and the 
mine, Without these every street 
would be silent, every office deserted, 
every factory fallen into disrepair.

At present 
he is regarded as the best authority 
upon the geological formation of the 
great mineral belt in southern Brit- 
ish Columbia, He was made director 
of the geological survey six years 
ago. : 

At college Prof. Brock was cele- 
brated as an athlete in hockey and 
football,, and was president of 
Queen’s Hockey Club, 1902-3. He 
is a councillor of the Canadian Min- 
fing Institute and also of Queen's 
Universify; a member of the Ameri- 
ean Mining Institute? a life fellow 
of the Geological Society of America 
and a member of the National Geo- 
graphical Society. He was made a 
fellow of the Royal Society of Can- 
ada in’ 1911. 

Prof. Brock, assisted by F. C. 
Congdon, prepared two years ago a 
new mining law applicable to all 
Canada. He is the author of numer- 
ous reports and papers on scientific 
enubjects. 


A Bathing Ceremony. 

The bathing festival of Hindus tn 
which eighty thousand persons took 
part was held in the River Hooghly, 
near Calcutta, India, on a recent 
evening. The enormous crowd was 
Mined along the river from Babu’s 
Ghat to Nimtolla Ghat. An idea of 
the large number of bathers, assem- 
bled on this occasion, will be ob- 
tained from the fact that seen from 
any position, the river looked like a 
masa of heads as far as the eye could 
see. The festival, which is the cele- 
bration of the combination of certain 
stars on the day of a lunar eclipse, 
comes only once in twelve years, and 
fs known as the “Churamoni Yoga.” 
This explains why the festival arous- 
ed so much enthusiasm among de- 
yout Hindus. Ablution in the Ganges 
and its branches on the occagion of 
this festival is popularly regarded as 
very beneficial spiritually. Some 
thousands of Hindus, living in parts 
ef the country remote from the 
Ganges, came to Calcutta with a 
view to bathe in the Hooghly.

A prominent Englishman, return- 
ing from South Africa, remarked- 
the other day: ‘‘The problem of the 
black and white is causing consider- 
able apprehension among the various 
leaders in South Africa, who rerard 
the future with some anxiety. South 
of the Zambesi there are at least six 
blacks to every white, while in Natal 
the pr portion is 11 to 1. The blacks 
are increasing more rapidly than the 
whites, and in Natal will double 
themselves in 37 years. At present 
the atmosphere is that of a white 
oligarchy, of which every member is 
an aristocrat, and a black proletar- 
fat, of which every member is @ 
server.”’ 


Famous English Chronogram. 

™be chronogram was not, in Eng< 
land, always composed of: Latin, 
though it was a device borrowed from 
the later Romane revived during the 
renaissance. Perhaps the most fam- 
ous chronogram in English was-that

Dr. Zamenhof's Universal Language 
Has Evidently Oome to Stay 
Despite Its Slow Recognition by 
Scholars —— Renmiarkable Results 
Have Been Secured—Grammar 
Is Easy and Vocabulary Large. 


It cannot be too clearly stated 
that Esperanto has not come to sup- 
plant any natural language. What 
it does do, however, is to supply ar 
easily acquired means of intercourse 


between all the nations on the face 
of the globe. In other words, we of 
this cour’-y use English at home 
and Esperanto abroad. That is the 
idea. ° 

It is a dreary truth that the 
thoughts of ninetenths of the people 
of the world are as a closed book to 
us. Yet it is manifestly impossible 
for one to become really fluent in 
even a small number of the many 
languages spoken in Burope a'one. 
It is equally hopeless to expect the 
countries of the world to adopt any 
existing language as a common ton- 
gue, for, apart from the difficulty of 
acquiring a foreign language, there 
would be the insuperable objection 
of racial prejudice. 

This is where Esperanto comes in, 
for it isa neutral auxiliary language 
that can be learnt with ease in three 
months by devoting one hour a day 
to study, at the cost of sixpence ‘or 
a text book. 

Dr. Louis Lazare Zamenhof pre- 
sented Esperanto to the world in 
1887 after years of patient labor, 
He was not a linguist by profession, 
but an oculist, though his knowledge 
of several languages made the in- 
vention of Esperanto possible. 

In 1889 the first Esperanto Society 
was formed in St. Petersburg, and 
its members met with the ridicule 
and indifference that greets ploneers 
of every kind. About this time, 
however, it was taken up by Swedes, 
Germans, and a few siudents in 
other countries, Ten years later the 
French Esperantists had become 
sufficiently numerous to form a Na- 
tional Association. Since then Es- 
peranio has rapidly spread until to- 
day there are over 2,000 societies in 
all parts of the world. In 1889 the 
publHcations in Esperanto numbered 
29, which figure has now been in- 
ercased to the respectable total of 


2,000 volumes of translations and 
original works. 
The vocadulary of Esperanto is 


international, and English-speaking 
people are able to recognize some- 
thing like two-thirds of the words. 
Frenchr 1, Germans, Russians, and 
indeed a.! Eur peans, are pleasantly 


surprised by the familiar appear- 
ance of the language. And it is so 
easy! 


The Esperanto grammar contains 
only sixtcen rules, and no excep- 
tions! It is absolutely phonetic, and 
has an agreeable sound not unlike 
Italian; it is easy to write and to 
speak, and is pronounced in the same 
way by all nationalities. 

Esperanto bas created a new ma- 
sonry, and t’2 green star worn by 


, Esperaatists (though this, of course, 


is optional) from Lc idon to Shang- 
hai is a sign that the person wearing 
it is ready to befriend you, as well 
as willing and able to talk to you. 
To know Esperanto is a sign of 
culture. It, moreover, puts you ina 
position far superior to that of the 
most brilliant linguist, for, no matter 


-to what part of the world you may 


go you will find men and women to 
In this 
way Esperanto abolishes frontiers, 
and, to a great extent, “foreigners,” 
and puts to flight that terrifying in- 
stitvtion “the language,” which pre- 
vents sO many people, who would 
otherwise do so, from ‘raveling. 

Here is au instance out of many, 
A little while ago a Russian Esper- 
antist, who was totally blind, tray- 
eled alone from Moscow to London, 


| Through the medium of the Univer 


sal Esperanto Association he com- 


| municated with fellow Esperantists, 


with the result that he was met at 
all important points of his journey 
and rec3ived every assistance, thus 
being enabled to reach his destina- 
tion in perfect comfort. 

Of course, on the continent, where 
60 many languages are spoken, the 
need for Esperanto is most keenly 
felt (in Russia alone there are nine- 
teen separate and distinct lan- 
guages! ). But to the Britisher, 
who is so notoriously slow at learne 
ing a foreign tongue, Esperanto ts 
invaluable. 

A short time back an Esperantist 
in Sweden, who was interested in 
the study of butterflies, asked in 


| "The British Esperantist’ (which is 


the official organ of the British Bs- 
peranto Association) for people to 
correspond with him on the subject 
of butterfly collecting. He recelyed 
over fifty replies from all parts of 
the world, and, of course, gained a 
fund of knowledge he could not pos- 
| Sibly have obtained otherwise, For 


| you must remember that the paper 


is read by Esperantists all over the 
world, 

Esperanto is a practical propos!- 
tion. It means that your power of 
obtaining information on, or knowl- 
edge of, any subject is no longer 
limited by your ignorance of two or 
| three dozen languages, 

Thus Esperanto, providing a com- 
mon ground for the interchange of 
thought between all people, breaks 
down narrow prejudice, and tends 
to create a better understanding that 
must inevitably lead to fellowship 
and goodwill among men.
